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Worcester  County 
Teachers  Meet 

In  one  of  the  principal  ad- 
dresses given  before  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Worcester  County 
Teachers  Association,  Walter  F. 
Downey,  Massachusetts  Com- 
missioner of  Education,  advanced 
the  policy  of  strict  neutrality  in 
the  discussion  of  foreign  affairs 
in  the  classroom.  Mr.  Downey 
spoke  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  convention  which  was  held 
in  the  Municipal  Auditorium, 
Worcester,   Friday,   November   3. 

Commissioner  Downey,  in  his 
address,  advocated  that  all  teach- 
ers should  in  their  dealings  with 
topics  of  foreign  affairs,  main- 
tain a  status  of  strict  neutrality. 
It  is  hard  to  be  impartial,  but  it 
is  a  teacher's  duty,  he  said.  He 
emphasized  certain  qualities 
which  the  teacher  should  aim  to 
develop  in  the  pupil,  among  them 
courage,  willingness,  loyalty, 
cleanliness  of  body  and  mind, 
and  diligence. 

Allen  A.  Stockdale  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Manufactu- 
rers spoke  very  interestigly  on 
"Business  and  Education  Under- 
standing Each  Other."  He  said 
that  there  was  46  billion  dollars 
of  idle  money  in  the  United 
States  that  was  doing  no  good 
at  all  and  that  if  people  knew  or 
were  educated  to  the  fact  that 
industry  needs  this  idle  money 
to  better  support  and  supply  the 
raw  materials  that  go  to  make 
up  education,  they  would  be 
more  anxious  to  put  it  into  circu- 
lation. Comparing  the  expendi- 
tures for  crime  and  education  in 
this  country,  he  produced  the 
startling  revelation  that  15 
billion  dollars  were  spent  for 
crime  while  only  a  mere  two 
billion  were  spent  for  education. 

Many  alumni  and  alumnae  of 
Fitchburg  Teachers  College  were 
in  attendance  at  the  convention.
